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Foxhunting—riding to hounds—is a peculiarly Anglo-Saxon sport 
which originated in the British Isles, became virtually a national pastime 
and has since spread to various other English speaking countries of the 
world. Now the Britist are also the originators of most of the world’s 
breeds of domestic livestock. Among horses they originated the British 
racehorse, more commonly known as the Thoroughbred; all the small pony 
breeds and several larger pony breeds; three breeds of draft horses; and 
such general purpose breeds as the Cleveland Bay and the Hackney. With 
all these specialised breeds, one would suppose that there would be another 
for foxhunting. Strangely enough, however, no breed of hunters has ever 
been developed. From 1750 to 1850, the period when the sport of foxhunt- 
ing and the modern foxhound were being brought to perfection, there were 
Thoroughbred sires to provide galloping action, good shoulders and 
stamina, and there were mares of various types and bloodlines to provide 
a quiet (not a racing) disposition, substance and weight carrying ability. 

From these crosses came the crossbred or, as they were usually called, 
halfbred hunters which were characteristic of the hunting field up to 
World War I. They might be actually half Thoroughbred or they might 
be sixty three sixty fourths. The mares which produced them were earn- 
ing their keep on the land or between shafts, and the colts which they pro- 
duced were inexpensively raised on home-grown feed. In consequence 
halfbreds were relatively cheap and Thoroughbreds relatively high. 

On the European continent there were no packs of foxhounds, but 
there were cavalry regiments to be horsed. In France, in Germany and in 
Hungary special breeds were evolved to supply both troopers’ mounts and 
officers’ chargers. Particularly at the Trakehner Stud in East Prussia, 
where the forerunner of the Three Day test of the Olympic Games was 
devised to prove the young stallions before they were allowed to go to 
stud, a breed of charger was founded which actually came closest to the 
foxhunter’s requirements. 

After World War I automobiles drove carriages and the mares that 
pulled them off our roads, just as tractors drove draught mares off the land 
after World War IT. Horses to-day are bred either for sport or for work- 
ing cattle. For foxhunters that means Thoroughbreds and Quarter Horses, 
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many of which can carry a great 
deal of Thoroughbred blood. We 
can either breed Thoroughbred sires 
to non-Thoroughbred mares, or we 
can import European sires—Cleve- 
land Bays, Trakehners, Normands, 
Hannoveraners, or Holsteiners—to 
breed to Thoroughbred mares. Such 
breeding operations are for sport; 
they are a hobby, not a business, 
Nevertheless there are plenty of 
riders who can afford the pleasure 
of breeding, breaking, schooling and 
riding their own. 

Secause of all this evolution it 
is the well-bred halfbred which is 
scarce to-day, not the Thorough- 
bred—we register more than 12,000 
of the latter a year. Such a halfbred 
for the great majority of riders 
makes a much more useful mount 
to hounds (and for many other rid- 
ing purposes) than the Thorough- 
bred race horse which only excep- 
tionally has the desirable tempera- 
ment and size. We must therefore 
revise our thinking and come to 
realize that a high class halfbred is 
not only far scarcer, but also far 
more valuable than most Thorough- 
breds for foxhunting, horse trials, 
combined training events, polo and 
similar sports. Once we have made 
this adjustment we can hope to see 
the horses we need produced in 
much more nearly adquate numbers.

‘The melancholy days are come, the 
saddest of the year, of wailing winds, 
and naked woods, and meadows brown and 
sere.” 

That observation was made by Mr. 
WwW. C. Bryant, in the days before the 
American public was permitted to enjoy 
late fall and winter racing. 

Mr. Bryant, though a true lover of 
nature, never viewed those ‘‘meadows 
brown and sere” as a backdrop for the 
golden lights that blossom on the tote 
board in any old kind of weather and in 
any season. 

Had the great American poet seen 
$66.40, $14.00 and $6.40 glowing brilliant- 
ly before Laurel’s sere brown meadow 
when Down the Hatch won the third race 
on November 7, he would have revised 
some of his notions about autumn. 

In all probability he would have written 
a poem, sort of a sequel to ‘“*The Death 
of the Flowers” that would have been call- 
ed “The Flowers Are Gone, But With the 
Warm Yellow Numbers on the Mutuels 
Board, Who Misses ’em.’’ Then, if he 
got to nosing around the racing plant he 
would have found all the flowers he could 
use, attractively placed in beds and boxes 
to add color to the place for the fall 
meeting. 

If Mr. Bryant were around to admire 
these beauties devised by man and nature 
in collaboration, he would not have felt 
melancholy any more. His song would have 
been about the color he saw before him and 
he wouldn’t have been wasting his iambics 
on defunct grass. 

Others besides poets have felt depress- 
ed by the dismal days of fall. Turf 
enthusiasts at Bowie on the last day of a 
meeting in the thirties were like pall- 
bearers laying to rest the remains of a 
dear friend, 

New Yorkers would show up in Southern 
Maryland in November because they had 
run out of racing in their home state 
and they knew everything would be over 
with the closing of Bowie. They wanted 
to hang on as long as possible. 

When the good that came of the autumn 
meeting was interred with its bones, Turf 
writers would start counting the days 
until spring. 

One journalist carried a reminder at 
the head of his column each day, beginning 
about the first of December. His saddest 


line would read, ‘‘120 days until Bowie 
opens.”’ Subtracting one with each day’s 
effort was the only thing that kept him 
going through the winter. 

In early March, when he could write 
**26 more days until Bowie opens,”* he 
would begin to take solid food. 

Today, the lovers of the Thoroughbred 
(and the gaming and writing that go with 
the noble beast) have no such period of 
sorrow. 

When Pimlico closes in the middle of 
December, the horses have hardly cooled 
out before Bowie is back in business. 

To fill in over what were formerly 
considered the cold months, there is 
Charles Town, That cozy course opens 
immediately after Pimlico closses and 
slops over into Bowie’s days. 

There are no more melancholy days 
for the nature lovers who frequent the 
evergreen gardens of Thoroughbred rac- 
ing. 

No longer do morose men and women 
mope over the demise of a meeting. 

There is no death - only a light sleep. 
And as one course drifts off intoslumber, 
another awakens, full of life and eager. 

Racing is forever - these days. 

The Laurel afternoon of the Selima 
Stakes would have made Mr. Bryant take 
a more optimistic view of the darkening 
fall. And it brought one of the Nation’s 
most interesting (and rewarding) filly 
races - the 1 1/16-mile Selima Stakes. 

If Mr. Bryant had been a citizen of 
Maryland, where no cognizance is taken 
of winter, he would have most certainly 
have measured the race in metric feet. 
He probably would have written some- 
thing like this: 


The Dancer’s spirit raced again, 
And loyal Marylanders cried 

In rapture, as they hollered when 
Ol’ Jamie K, was by his side. 

And as the bay pretender failed 
And Native Dancer made his point, 

So won his daughter - and was hailed 
By everybody in the joint. 

And, as the filly galloped back, 
And patrons cheered her to the hilt, 

The folks connected with the track 
Gave things to Mister Vanderbilt. 


Now isn’t that more cheering than a 
dismal soliloquy about dead flowers? 
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Native Dancer’s daughter, Good Move, 
indeed, was worthy of a tremendous ova- 
tion after the Selima, because she ran 
like Native Dancer. 

She raced with Apatontheback, and 
ground that good filly into submission and 
then waited on the front end. Coming into 
the long stretch Times Two and Eastern 
Princess moved up so fast they seemed 
ready to go right by the front one. 

That’s when the Native Dancer in her 
came out and reminded people of the 
Preakness in which Jamie K, challenged 
the big gray horse, and theDancer started 
to run and kept the Preakness for his 
very own. 

Native Dancer’s daughter showed the 
same kind of fight. When she knew they 
were after her she dug in with everything 
she had and was shaking them off at the 
end. 

She even looked like Native Dancer. 

The race was worth $37,080.50, a 
handsome piece of worked metal and an 
inestimable amount of satisfaction to Mr. 
Alfred Vanderbilt. 

Good Move’s indifferent race in the 
Gardenia at Garden State two weeks earlier 
kept the bettors off her, so she paid 
$38.40. 

Angel Speed, which turned ina splendid 
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Aqueduct 

Distance runners got their chance at 
Aqueduct on Wed., Nov. 2, in the one and 
5/8 miles Knickerbocker Handicap Stakes 
for 3-year-olds and upwards. The charges 
of ten trainers went to the post for the 
$25,000 added purse. 

The favored and high weighted Quiz 
Star, owned by Harbor View Farm’s 
(H. E. Wolfson) showed his supremacy 
to the spectators by exposing six lengths 
of daylight to A, J. Ostriker’s Catapult. 
Wheatley Stable’s Leix was a head further 
back for third and L. J, Krakower’s 
Geechee Lou a length in back of Leix 
for fourth money. The winner’s time for 
the | 5/8 miles over a soft turf course 
was 2.49 2/5. 

Quiz Star is a four-year-old colt, by 
Dark Star-Nut Brown Maid, by *Nasrullah, 
bred by Harry F. Guggenheim. B. Parke 
trained the winner and Willie Shoemaker 
was in the irons. It was Quiz Star’s 
seventh winning effort out of 17 starts 
for this year and netted $18,712.50. 


The Roamer (Sat., Nov. 5) 

Nine three-year-olds ambled to the 
post in the 12th running of The Roamer 
at Aqueduct. A handicap stakes at one and 
three-sixteenths miles, the reward was a 
$50,000 added purse. 

Llangollen Farm’s Divine Comedy went 
into the affray as the favorite and won 
as rider Willie Shoemaker pleased, finish- 
ing eight lengths ahead of Alamode Farm’s 
Ouija Board, who nosed out C, V, Whitney’s 
Counterate. Cain Hoy Stable’s All Hands 
crossed the wire in fourth position, ahead 
in back of Counterate. Divine Comedy 
set a new track record of 1.55 4/5 for 
the 1 3/16 miles. The old record was 
1.56 3/5 set by Coloneast in 1959, 

The winner is a chestnut colt, by 
*Khaled out of Pilates Wife, by Pilate, 


bred by his owner. Trainer Charles 
Whittingham saddled up Divine Comedy and 
the successful effort was worth $36,190, 
It gave the winner $82,832 for six vic- 
tories out of nineteen starts for this 
year. He finished second twice and third 
three times. 


Garden State 
Quaker City ’Cap 

Garden State Park staged the 18th 
running of The Quaker City Handicap on 
Sat., Nov. 5, and drew seven starters 
for the one and one-eighth miles handicap 
stakes for 3-year-olds and older horses. 
The prize was a $25,000 added purse. 

Elmendorf’s Nickel Boy collared Mrs. 
Ada L, Rice’s favored Talent Show in the 
stretch drive and won by one length. 
Calumet Farm’s Pied d’Or was third, 
another head behind Talent Show. C, A. 
Hunt’s Sabotage picked up 4th money, 
finishing eight lengths further back. Nickel 
Boy’s time for the 1 1/8 miles was 1.50 
1/5 over a fast track. 

The winner is a S-year-old brown 
gelding, by *His Nickel out of the Chance 
Play mare Carickmacross, bred by M. 
Blackburn. His sire, *His Nickel, is by 
His Grace out of *Pumpernickel 2nd, by 
Manna. Nickel Boy is trained by W. A. 
Kelley and jockey Howie Grant was in the 
saddle. The net take was $18,135, which 
brings the winner’s total earnings to 
$87,826 for the year. 


Laurel Race Course 

The 35th running of The Selima Stakes 
drew ten 2-year-old fillies to the post 
for a one and one-sixteenth miles run 
with the added incentive of $30,000, on 
Sat., Nov. 5. 

A. G. Vanderbilt’s home-bred Good 
Move, an eighteen to one shot, was ridden 
to a length victory over Fourth Estate 
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Stable’s Times Two in the allowance 
stakes in which all of the starters carried 
119 pounds, Wheatley Stable’s Eastern 
Princess was third, a neck in front of 
W. G. Helis, Jr.’s favored Angel Speed, 
Good Move set a new track record of 
1.44 3/5 for the 1 1/16 miles. It was 
three and one-fifths seconds under the 
King Ranch Billy La Fuerza’s mark set 
in 1959. La Fuerza carried five pounds 
less on that occasion. 

Good Move is a grey filly, by Native 
Dancer out of Next Move, by Bull Lea, 
trained by G. T. Poole. It was her fourth 
victory in ten starts; she finished second 
once and third, once. The net of $37,089.50 
brought her earnings over the hundred 
thousand dollar mark. 


Narragansett Park 

The main event on the card at Nar- 
ragansett Park on Sat., Nov. 5, was the 
20th running of The Jeanne d’Arc Stakes 
for two-year-old fillies. Run under allow- 
ance stakes conditions, at one and one- 
sixteenths miles, with a $12,500 added 
purse, it drew eight juvenile members 
of the distaff side. 

Pennsylvania Farm’s Patricia L., rid- 
den by R. York, wore down Rob-Ray 
Stable’s Fatigue to take the lion’s share 
of the purse, by a neck. P, Wilhovsky's 
Anna Dee was third and B. A. Dario’s 
Dandy Prince, fourth. Patricia L.’s time 
for the 1 1/16 miles was 1.49 1/5 over 
a fast track. 

The winner is a bay Tilly, by Count 
Fleet-Peppy Nell, by *Sir Gallahad IIl, 
bred by Calumet Farm and sold to her 
owner Milton Rothstein, a New York 
realtor, as a yearling. K, E. Jensentrains 
Patricia L. It was her second victory 
out of seven starts and her first stakes 
triumph. She finished second in two other 
appearances. The winning effort in the 
Jeanne d’Arc Stakes netted $9,237.25. 


Churchill Downs 

The $20,000 added Falls City Handicap 
at Churchill Downs, on Saturday, Nov. 5, 
was taken by the Florida-bred Indian Maid, 
owned by Mrs. Mary Keim. The winning 
filly carried 124 pounds and scored a length 
victory over J. D. Puckett’s Gerts Image 
in the mile stakes event. S, I, Crew's 
Chance Gauge finished third and Marion 
H, Van Berg’s Estacion, fourth. The 
winner was timed at 1.37 1/5 for the mile 
over a sloppy track. 

Indian Maid is a 4-year-old bay filly, 
by Rinaldo out of Bold Verse, by Bold and 
Bad, bred by Elmer Heubeck, Jr. Jockey 
Johnny Sellers was the saddlesmith. She 
netted $14,172.50 and ran up her total 
earnings for the year to $123,047. 


Golden Gates Fields 
Kessix Stable’s Mirtaugh won the one 
mile Albany Handicap at Golden Gates 
Fields, Albany, Calif. on Sat., November 
5. Jockey D. Pierce rode the winner in the 
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Montpelier Hunt Race Meeting 
Chris Wood, Jr. 


The 1960 agenda of steeplechase rac- 
ing in this country was officially brought 
to a close on Saturday, October 5, when 
Mrs. Marion duPont Scott played hostess 
to some 5,000 followers of the sport at 
Montpelier, her noted Thoroughbred es- 
tablishment at Montpelier Station, Va. The 
26th annual meeting was favored by sun- 
shine and warm weather for the early 
portion of the six-race program. However, 
a sudden switch brought cold breezes and 
rain for the final races. 

Undoubtly the happiest person on the 
hillside of the estate that at one time was 
the home of President Madison, was Mrs. 
Lawrence W. Knapp, Jr. Having traveled 
from her home near Ligonier, Pa., the 
popular sportslady had the pleasure of 
seeing her home-bred, Nautilus, register 
his 5th straight victory of the season by 
capturing the featured Noel Laing Steeple- 
chase Handicap. 


The Noel Laing 

One of a field of 9 starters and 
shouldering the 2nd highweight of 153 
pounds, the 4-year-old gelding belittled 
the fact that he was making his Ist start 
over a brush couse incompetition. Break- 
ing alertly under Thomas Walsh, Nautilus 
permitted L, Clay Camp’s Gridiron the 
pace-setting chore over the early fences. 
Responding to Walsh after the Sth jump 
in the flight of 10, the eventual winner 
led over the 6th by a length with Gridiron 
and Mrs. June H. McKnight’s *Narcissus 
Il following as named. 

Fencing like a veteran ‘chaser, Nau- 
tilus moved away from his field and 
cleared the last obstacle with *Narcissus 
Il just S lengths in his wake. Moving in 
an effortless manner in the run to the 
wire, the gelding won by 7 lengths. Seek- 
ing a 2nd straight victory in the Noel 
Laing, *Narcissus II was best of the 
balance, finishing 8 lengths in the van of

Favored to win and carrying the top- 
weight of 156 pounds following his im- 
pressive victory in the Daniel C, Sands 
Cup at Middleburg, *Doural was bothered 
by the hind leg which took him out of 
training at Saratoga. Not showing his usual 
ability over fences, the import made a 
bad landing over the 7th and trailed for 
the balance of the journey. Although no 
spills marred the running, Negocio was 
pulled up on approaching the 7th fence by 
Evan Jackson, 

In covering the 2 1/2 miles over 10 
brush fences in 4:37, the winner added a 
net of $2,040 from the gross purse of 
$3,290 to his already impressive earnings 
for the year. A 4-year-old gelding, Nau- 
tilus is by Admiral Tan, who sported Mrs. 
Knapp’s silks when she was Mrs. H. J. 
Stringer, Jr. Racing as a 3-year-old last 
year, he broke his maiden in his final 
start of the season in a maiden hurdle 
race during the Aqueduct fall meeting. 
In winning four straight races over hurdles 
before his success over brush, Nautilus 
included the $15,000 added New York Turf 
Writers Cup at the United Hunts-at- 
Belmont Park meeting in his skein. 


Mush On Wins 

The excellent day of sport opened with 
the Meadow Woods, a 1 3/4 miles hurdle 
race for maidens over the small obstacles. 
Only 5 accepted the issue and at the con- 
clusion Randolph D. Rouse’s Mush On 
graduated. Running 2nd behind Mrs. E. H. 
Carle’s Cumberland Gap over 5 of the 8 
hurdles, Mush On responded to Joseph L. 
Aitcheson, Jr., on approaching the 6th 
and landed with a head advantage. As 
Cumberland Gap tired, the favored Sky 
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Jinks, owned by S. H. R. Fred, took up 
the challenge and was 2nd over the 8th 
and final hurdle. Pushing his mount in the 
short stretch, Aitcheson shoved Mush On 
under the wire a length to the good of 
Sky Jinks. Cumberland Gap was 3rd. 
2 1/2 lengths behind Sky Jinks and a 1/2 
length in the van of Edward J. Gould’s 
Laughing Girl. In departing the maiden 
ranks, Mush On, a 6-year-old gelding, 
was timed in 2:40 4/5. 

A field of 11 starters came out for the 
Virginia Plate, a l-mile race for allow- 
ance horses on the flat training track, 
Taking command at the start, Anthony M. 
Del Balso’s Fiddling Star led throughout 
to defeat the Grandview Stables’ *El 
Florentino by 2 1/2 lengths. The latter 
finished 3 lengths to the good of Mrs. 
Vernon G, Cardy’s Turpitude. Adeptly 
handled by James Wyatt, the winner was 
timed in 2:28 1/5. 


Montpelier Cup 

Reported to be making a final appear- 
ance under silks, the Arcadia Stables’ 
Caste was victorious in the Montpelier 
Cup under a thrilling ride from A. P. 
(Paddy) Smithwick. Meeting 6 contenders 
in the 2-mile race over 9 brush jumps, 
the 12-year-old veteran gained command 
of his field over the 6th. Clearing the 
9th and final hurdle 2 1/2 lengths ahead 
of Thaddeus R. Trout’s *Chicago II, Caste 
just lasted under a powerful ride to gain 
the decision by a scant head over *Chicago 
Il, 12 lengths behind the embattled pair, 
Mrs. June H. McKnight’s *Darubini was 
3rd. In winning what is supposed to be his 
last race, Caste was timed in 4:00 4/5. 

A field of seven contended the Madison 
Plate, a 2-mile hurdle test, and at the 
conclusion, Mrs. Henry Obre’s little black 
gelding, Out of Reach, added another 


victory to his lengthy skein. Ably handled 
by rider-trainer Kenneth Field, Out of 
Reach caught the front-running Shining 
Bright, owned by Miss Mercedes Tully, 
over the 9th hurdle. Responding to Field,

The Finger Lakes Racing Association 
has taken title to 500 acres six miles 
north of Canandaigua, N. Y., where it will 
build New York’s first Thoroughbred race 
track in the western part of that state. 
The track, a mile in circumference, is to 
be ready by July, 1961. 


SUF FOLK DOWNS GIMMICK 

Just to show that there is no limit to 
ways of squeezing money out of the 
customers at race tracks (with the cus- 
tomers’ willing cooperation), and just as 
little limit to the ingenuity of the human 
mind in thinking up ways to accomplish 
exactly that, look what has happened at 
Suffolk Downs where night harness racing 
is now going on, 

You will recall that the Massachusetts 
legislature or somebody up there decided 
that pic six type wagering was not within 
the scope of the betting allowed by the 
laws of that fine commonwealth, That, of 
course, put the pic six out of the question 
for Suffolk Downs since it happens to be 
situated in Massachusetts. 

Quick as a flash, however, the people 
at Suffolk got around the new restriction. 
I'll bet it wasn’t ten minutes before the 
wheels were set in motion for the im- 
plementation of the new gimmick known as 
the Twin-Double. 

The way that works is that the cus- 
tomers can try to pick winners of the 
sixth, seventh, eighth, and ninth races. 
It is just like the pic six only there are 
but four instead of six races involved, 
It could be extended to six though. The 
only other difference is that the Twin 
Double does not utilize any cards, 
electronic gizmos, or anything other than 
the regular double machines. Also it has 
the advantage of not having been declared 
illegal. That helps. 

People pick their choices in the sixth 
and seventh races and then bet on them 
as they do for the daily double through 
the regular double windows. All tickets 
which are still alive after those tworaces 
can be exchanged at the double windows 
for new double tickets on the eighth and 
ninth races. All those still alive after the 
ninth race split the pool minus, ofcourse, 
taxes. As I said, there’s no reason they 
couldn't extend it to six. 

Although I am an anti-gimmick man 
myself, I cannot but admire the resource- 
fulness of those Suffolk Downs harness 
people. That’s the American Way. Giveus 
a problem and we'll solve it one way or 
another - legally too. R, J. Clark 





PIMLICO’S NEW CLUBHOUSE 

The multi-million dollar clubhouse 
which will be unveiled at Pimlico’s fall 
opening on Monday, November 14, may not 
only be the most modern structure in 
racing, but probably is the most unique. 

It is the only clubhouse with a paddock 
in it. Less than 50-feet from the betting 
windows, fans will be able to watch the 
full ceremonies of the saddling of the 
horses and the jockeys getting their final 
instructions before mounting. 

It is probably the only clubhouse in the 
U.S. which has no box seats. So that all 
fans may have equal opportunity for the 
finest accommodations, there are only 
individual upholstered seats of the type 
found in the finest art movie theaters. 
They have foam rubber padding aleather- 
type plastic finish and racks to hold the 
fans’ binoculars and other racing par- 
aphernalia. 

Pimlico has an abundance of. box seats 
in its modern grandstand and box seat 
holders will have access to the clubhouse 
via a connecting bridge. 

The four-story clubhouse, which is 
completely enclosed in glass and heated, 
also houses all track administrative of- 
fices, the most modern jockey quarters 
in the world and new facilities for horse- 
men including a lounge and the racing 
secretary’s department. At most other 
race tracks such facilities are less 
centrally located. 

In the new Pimlico structure, it will 
be possible for an ordinary fan or even a 
horse owner or trainer to watch the races 
and conduct all functions necessary to the 
occasion without venturing out of the single 
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building. 

The clubhouse has a luxurious 350. 
seat dining room and two spacious cock- 
tail lounges. These and other key indoor 
points will have the added feature of 
closed-circuit television showing thecom- 
plete activity out on the race track as it 
develops. 

Sure to be one of the conversation 
pieces of the new Pimlico is the indoor 
paddock. It is 100 feet long and covers 
5,000 square feet, larger than the original 
outdoor paddock. Twelve individual stalls 
for horses measure 10-feet square. All 
stalls and fixtures in the paddock are in 
natural wood stained a rustic dark color, 

The far side of the paddock opens into 
the grandstand so that fans there will have 
an equally good view of the colorful pre- 
race ceremonies. 


DRAYTON OPPOSES PERMISSIVE DRUGS 
As President of the Thoroughbred Rac- 
ing Protective Bureau, I want to go on 
record.as categorically and unalterably 
opposed to the recommendation of the 
Thoroughbred Research Committee to ap- 
point a standing technical committee of 
the National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners to set up an approved or 
**permissive”’ list of drugs. 

The acceptance of such a recommenda- 
tion on the part of the National Association 
of State Racing Commissioners will undo 
much of the good will which has been 
created and ultimately destroy the con- 
fidence of the public in the Thoroughbred 
sport. 

It is our job to protect the interests 
of the public. To permit horses to race 
under the effects of medication, regardless 
of how such drugs may be classified, is 
unsound, impractical of administration, 
and will open the door for the use of 
other drugs which are presently illegal. 
The enactment of such a rule would not 
only be a disservice to racing, but also a 
serious blow to racing participants and the 
public which supports this great sport.

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PJMLICO’S DIXIE HANDICAP 

Probably no race in America was con- 
ceived under more unusual conditions than 
the storied Dixie Handicap which is to be 
renewed for the 56th time at Pimlico this 
fall on Thanksgiving Day. 

In 1868, two years before racing was 
conducted over the present site at Pimlico, 
a group of sportsmen were gathered at 
dinner during the Saratoga meeting. They 
fell into discussion of their horses and 
decided they needed a new race for three- 
year olds. 

Oden Bowie, governor of Maryiand, was 
among those present. He must have been 
a persuasive talker for he convinced the 
group that the best place to run the race 
would be at Pimlico - which hadn’t been 
built. 

Bowie guaranteed his listeners that a 
course would be ready in 1870 for the 
first running of the race. He returned to 
Baltimore, got a group of public-spirited 
citizens together and work was begun. 
The track opened on October 25, 1870 
and the next day the first Dixie was run. 
It is now the nation’s ninth oldest stakes. 

Because of its origin, it was called 
the Dinner Party Stakes and was run 
again under that name in 1871, From 1872 
through 1888 it was an annual fixture 
under the title of the Reunion Stakes. 

About that time, opposition from other 
states, outlaw sport and other conditions 
brought about a cessation of racing at 
Pimlico and the race disappeared from 
view until 1902. For three years, it was 
run at the old Bennings Course in Wash- 
ington, D.C,, as the Dixie Handicap. 

It was returned to Pimlico in 1924 
and has been a regular feature since. 
In 1955, to meet the demand for important 
events on the turf the Dixie was made a 
grass contest and it will be offered this 
season as a test on Pimlico turf at one- 
mile-and-one-half. 

The Dixie has always drawn top 
horses. Its first winner was Preakness, 
after whom the nation’s richest added 
money race is named, Harry Bassett, Tom 
Ochiltree, Virgil, Grenada, The Bard and 
Hanover were among the victors during 
the early portion of the race’s hjstory. 

In more modern times, and onthedirt, 
the roster of winners has included such 
notables as Sarazen (twice), Equipoise, 
Whirlaway, Riverland, Armed, Assault, A- 
lerted and Royal Vale. 

Since being transferred to the turf, 
the Dixie has had five winners and three 
of them, St. Vincent, Pop Corn and One- 
Eyed King have been rated among the 
leading grass runners in the nation.

Baltimore papers indicated that Mr. Lillis 
will (or has) asked the Maryland Racing 
Commission to let him open January 21 
next year. I’m sure shutting the Belmont 
and Aqueduct stable areas down tight 
won’t hurt the supply of horses upon 
which Bowie can draw even one tiny bit.

Correlation has completed 3 seasons 
in stud in Florida as the property of a 
syndicate headed by Grant A, Dorland, 
Roseland Farm, Ocala, where the horse 
stands. He has served 78 mares with 66 
in foal for an average of 85%. His first 
two year olds, 16 in all, will.be eligible 
to race in 1961. 








BRED AT OCALA STUD 

Yearling buyers will be scanning the 
future consignments of Ocala Stud, Ocala, 
Fla., the bailiwick of Joseph M. O’Farrell, 
who is the general manager of the estab- 
lishment. The records show that of the 31 
two-year-olds sold by Ocala Stud; 27 have 
started; 20 of them have become winners; 
out of the 20 there were six stakes horses; 
and 24 of the 27 have earned money for 
their owners. 

The two-year-olds are sold by the 
Florida Breeders’ Sales Association in 
January of each year and a buyer does not 
have to wait for his purchase to become 
old enough to race. The practice is begin- 
ning to make buyers of racing stock “Look 
South” - Florida, that is. M.R.

MRS, J:.CKSON’S RIMBAUD 

Mi . Howell E, Jackson, of Middleburg, 
Virginia, recently scored a nice win at 
Longchamp,.

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What Is A Stakes Race? 
Frank Talmadge Phelps 


The stakes race is generally accepted 
as a universal criterion of turf quality. 
A horse that wins a stakes is assured 
of a measure of permanent fame. One 
important standard of a stallion’s merit 
lies in the number of stakes winners 
he has sired. And a mare that has pro- 
duced a stakes victor is assured of an 
honored place in her owner’s stud. 

Thus much of racing and breeding is 
geared to the winning of stakes races 
and the perpetuation of stakes quality. 

Yet no one has yet produced a uni- 
versally acceptable definition of the 
“stakes.” 

Those eminent weekly turf authorities, 
“The Blood-Horse” and ‘*The Thorough- 
bred Record’’, sometimes cannot get to- 
gether on whether a particular event is a 
stakes or not, Although the research heads 
of the two magazines habitually consult 
together on such mutual problems, their 
annual supplements will often differ in 
the classification of certain features. 

Even the sales companies demonstrate 
a similar difference of opinion over what 
constitutes a stakes winner, and hence is 
entitled to the black type that buyers 
look for. The reports of female ancestry 
in the Breeder’s Sales Co., Inc., catalogue 
may differ markedly in this respect from 
those of the same family in the Fasig- 
Tipton Co,, Inc., catalogue. 

A committee under the auspices of 
The Jockey Club last year tried to make 
some sense of this chaos, but finally 
threw up its hands in disgust. The of- 
ficial conclusion carried the general ef- 
fect that no redefinition of the term 
“stakes’” would be possible at this time. 

Originally, of course, ‘‘stakes’’ was 
short for ‘‘sweepstakes;’’ ‘and simply 
meant, as in the case now in lotteries 
like the Irish Sweepstakes, that the win- 
ner or first few finishers took the en- 
tire purse - that is, ‘‘swept the stakes.”’ 

The stakes then was all contributed, 
in the case of horse racing, by the owners, 
each of whom backed his entry with a 
specified sum. The total of these owners’ 
contributions made up the purse. 

Gradually the tracks, in order to at- 
tract the better horses that would ensure 
them of greater public patronage, came to 
contribute to the total purse, also, in the 
form of “‘added money.” 

Thus the general pattern of the modern 
Stakes race emerged. 

The Jockey Club’s ‘‘Rules of Racing”’ 
still uses the original term in its defini- 
tion of a stakes: 

“Rule 9, A ‘Sweepstakes’ is a race in 
which stakes are to be made by the owners 
of the horses engaged, and it is still a 
Sweepstakes when money or other prize is 
added, but, within the meaning of this 
rule, no overnight race, whatever its con- 
ditions, shall be considered to be a sweep- 


stakes.” 

For the sake of clarity, we may also 
give here the official definition of an 
overnight: ; 

**Rule 12. An ‘Overnight Race’ is one 
for which the entries close seventy-two 
hours (exclusive of Sundays), or less, 
before the time set for the first race of 
the day on which such race is to be run.” 

Within these official definitions, 
though, may be encompassed a multitude 
of sins. 

No eyebrow would be raised at the 
inclusion of the $150,000-added Preakness 
among the list of 717 stakes run in the 
United States and Canada last year. 

But what about the South Dakota 
Futurity, a $400-added event at Park 
Jefferson for two-year-olds bred in that 
State? 

It is a stakes according to the official 
definition; and its winner, Moor Moose, 
with total earnings for the year of $643, 
ranks alongside Sword Dancer, Royal 
Native, Tempted, Warfare, My Dear Girl, 
Intnetionally, Round Table, Silver Spoon, 
Ancestor and the other champions of 1959 
in the ranks of stakes winners. 

Now, there is obviously something 
wrong with a classification system that 
can equate Moor Moose and Sword Dancer, 
or the South Dakota Futurity with the 
Preakness. 

It is equally apparent that many handi- 
cap and allowance winners, and even some 
upper-bracket claimers, are actually 
better performers than some of those who 
proudly sport the badge of stakes winners. 

Moreover, such important races as the 
United Nations Handicap and Washington, 
D.C., International are not actually stakes 
at all, although everyone treats them as 
such. They do not qualify because they are 
invitational events, without the owners 
having to pay any nomination, eligibility 
or entry fees. 
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Even the added-money pattern is 
violated by some tracks, which prefer to 
guarantee a gross purse of a certain 
sum. This makes it easier on the tracks 
and harder on the owners, financially, 
since the more the owners put up in var- 
ious fees, the less the track has to con- 
tribute. 

There even used to be stakes in which 
the added money was not a specific sum, 
but rather a specified percentage of the 
pari-mutuel handle on the racel 

But if the stakes situation on this 
continent is confusing, that abroad is, to 
the American observer, utterly chaotic. 
At first glance it seems as though 
practically every race is a stakes. 

In England and Ireland, there are 
“Stakes,” ‘‘Handicaps,” ‘Cups’? and 
“Plates” all over the place. 

And in France, everything is ‘Prix’ 
something or other. 

While in South America, each event 
is a ‘‘Premio”’ this or that. 

It is as though we named every al- 
lowance race or overnight handicap in 
this country a “Plate” or a “Cup.” 

With the international traffic inhorses 
steadily increasing, it is important that 
potential buyers of imported stock know 
whether the animal they are contemplating 
the purchase of is a genuine or a phony 
stakes winner, and the same is true of his 
or her near relatives. 

The sales companies, which should be 
the authorities in this field, are no great 
help because they cannot agree among 
themselves. 

Take, for instance, the French mare 
Fragrance, full sister to *Ambiorix’s dam. 
She had two grandsons in the summer 
sales, one at Keeneland and one at 
Saratoga. 

The Keeneland catalogue lists her asa 
winner and dam of six winners, two of 
which placed in stakes. 

But the Saratoga catalogue, listing her 
as Fragrance II, credits her with two 
French stakes wins, along with the pro-

Jets And 
The Fairfax Hunt 


Four hours to San Francisco by jet - 
the same flying time to Paris, Caracas 
and Bogota. Eight hours to Tehran and 
Buenos Aires. Twelve hours to Tokyo 
and Manila. These and comparable flying 
times will begin to be posted in July of 
1961 on the schedules at the new Dulles 
International Airport at Chantilly. 

The impact of this new airport develop- 
ment in the middle of our nearby rolling 
Virginia countryside is just beginning to 
be felt. This is an area where horse 
interests have always been very much in 
evidence. This is the area where George 
Washington and his close friend, Bryan, 
the Eighth Lord Fairfax, rode to hounds, 
This is the same area over which the 
Fairfax Hunt continues its traditional fox 
hunting activities. Farming, dairying, 
raising beef cattle, orchard management, 
and a pleasant manner of country and 
suburban life have thus far prevailed in 
this Virginia area - despite its proximity 
to Washington, the normal suburban growth 
pattern, and the accompanying retail and 
light industrial development. 

Substantial changes are in the offing. 
New access highways, new bridges across 
the upper Potomac, and the provision of

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facilities for various utilities and public 
services will certainly accelerate the 
development of this Virginia area. De- 
spite these things, all related to progress 
there is a deep-seated and increasing 
interest in the horse - in fox hunting, 
steeplechasing, breeding, polo, horse 
shows, dressage, and all the related horse 
activities. 

All during the spring and summer sea- 
sons, there are a succession of horse 
shows. One of the ten best rated shows in 
the country is an annual event at the 
Fairfax Hunt Club grounds. Regulation and 
arena polo is coming back, after almost 
dying out during World War Il, The Fair- 
fax Hunt began its thirty-third season on 
October 15. It was a hot day, but a field 
of fifty turned out, as did a great many 
hilltoppers. The great number of red 
foxes this year gives promise of an ex- 
cellent season, The annual Fairfax Hunt 
races a steeplechase meeting at Sunset 
Hills, were held on October 1. Comments 
from both horsemen and spectators have 
been most complimentary - on the six 
well contested races. 

The Fairfax Hunt races, held only a 
few miles from Chantilly, are an annual 
event, with many local, metropolitan, and 
regional connotations. Assistance in laying 
out the course several years ago was very 
generously provided by William duPont, 
Jr., who is responsible for the layout and 
design of many of our eastern steeplechase 
courses. Stephen Clark, Jr., Thomas Mc- 
Koy, Robert Palmer, Chris Wood, and 
others prominently identified with race 
meetings, have been most helpful. Horse 
owners and riders like the placement of 
the jumps, the wide turns, and the sporting 
layout of a rolling, natural course. Specta- 
tors like the complete visibility of the 
entire course from a number of vantage 
points, They like the informality of a 
race meet, the freedom to move around 
and to see and be seen. All enjoy a day 
in the open, with picnic baskets and other 
refreshments, 

At the Sunset Hills race course, more 
than 15,000 spectators may be taken care 
of. Over 200 acres of close-in parking 
are readily accessible on well-drained 
ground, where chances of being mired 
down - despite the weather - are most 
remote, Local volunteer groups, sports- 
men, county, state and national officials 
all cooperate in the detailed preparations 
and the conduct of this steeplechase race 
meeting. A metropolitan area hospital, the 
new Fairfax Hospital, is the beneficiary 
of profits from the receipts at the gate. 
This year’s receipts to the hospital were 
over twice those of previous years. 

Despite rumors to the contrary, of- 
ficials of the Lefcourt Realty Corporation, 
who have recently acquired the 7000-acre 
holdings of the Bowmans at Sunset Hills, 
have enthusiastically endorsed a continua- 
tion of the Fairfax Hunt races. Not only 
are they interested in horses - but they 
recognize that a horse country connotation 


adds to real estate values and provides 
a built-in recreational aspect, traditional 
to this part of the country. 

It would thus appear that the seemingly 
opposed interests of the jet vs. the horse 
may be reconcilable inthis nearby Virgin- 
ia countryside. In any event, the horse 
has been around long enough to be con- 
sidered a permanent and a desirable 
fixture. The jets are here. They will no 
doubt be noisy, but sooner or later sound 
experts will devise a means to resolve 
this problem. Other new and seemingly 
fantastic innovations and improvements 
are inevitable. With the many interests 
and requirements of those in this met- 
ropolitan area; and, with the give and 
take abetted by practical, as well as 
sporting, considerations, jet rumways and 
steeplechase courses within a few miles 
of each other are neither incongruous nor 
incompatible. Pleasant aspects of the past 
are retained, the present is taken care of, 
and the future augurs well.

GALWAY RACE MEETING 

On July 28, we spent the day inGalway, 
the country of stone walls dear to the 
heart of an Irish hunting man.

The first race was a two mile 99 yard 
hurdle affair with but three starters; the 
winner, named ‘‘Hazardless”, befitting 
the occasion, The second, a 2 1/4 mile 
steeplechase with again, only three 
starters and worth approximately $600. 
Meanwhile, the totes and bookies were 
doing a lively business as were the bars 
and tearooms. 

The third race finally came up with 
seven starters. It was a two mile 99 yard 
hurdle handicap and was a thriller to 
watch, All seven entries stayed closely 
bunched on the curving, undulating course 
until the final furlong when our choice, 
“‘Commutering’’ squeezed through and won 
by half a length. His trainer is the well 
known and highly regarded Dan Moore, 
first cousin of the Smithwick brothers of 
Maryland fame. The crowds really let 
loose at the finish of this race - so did 
the elements. We quickly cashed our 
tickets, donned the trusty mackintoshes 
and sped for the highway where an alert 
taxi driver spotted us and drove us back, 
drenched but elated, to our hotel in Galway.

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U.S. Horse Shows And F.E.I. Classes 


Lt. Col. Jonathan Burton 


Since March Ist, my horse show judg- 
ing trips have taken me 23,000 miles to 
include the East-West Coasts, Hawaii, 
Southwest, Mexico, and Middle West. 
Analyzing what I have seen, I think we are 
a bit confused to call these events horse 
shows.A show implies that the performance 
is being put on for a group or audience 
who have paid to witness the affair. 
Almost universally the audiences were 
small and mainly composed of relatives 
and hangers-on of the exhibitors, Anal- 
ysis reveals that the larger majority of 
the funds required are paid by exhibitors 
who in essence are putting on the shows. 
The entry fees - stall fees - motel, 
trucking, etc. fees must be staggering to 
the exhibitor who is paying the bills, and 
the small return in the form of prize 
money, ribbons, plated silver, and possibly 
pleasure and enjoyment, rather minuscule. 

Opposing the established trends is al- 
ways a missionary adventure. It seems to 
me we can proceed in either of two 
directions. We can cultivate our horse 
shows as horse trials and recognize that 
the audience is of secondary or non- 
existent importance. Or we can decide 
to have horse shows to attract paying 
audiences which in turn support the prize 
money and reduce the economic burdenon 
the exhibitor. Most likely we will continue 
to have both. Recognizing each situation, 
Steps can be taken to improve them. 

The rodeo circuit furnishes an excel- 
lent example of a show for audience 
attraction. The exhibitors are well paid by 
the prize money offered. The rodeo shows 
are efficiently run, usually by an ex- 
perienced management crew who put on a 
fast moving, relatively short, colorful af- 
fair which attracts paying spectators in 
larger numbers. The show horse world 
could well do the same. In Europe manage- 
ment teams are available to run shows 
bringing in judges, timers, course de- 
signers, jumps, secretaries, etc. Natural- 
ly they do an excellent job and run a show 
attractive to the audience. Large money 
Prizes and transportation assistance at- 
tract the quality competitors. Rigid ap- 
Plication of accepted scheduling principles 
assures a fast moving show. The exhibitor, 
of course, is subject to the rigid rules 
and timing necessary to operate under 
these conditions. 

The other end of the spectrum should 





be the horse trials or local country affair 
for horsemen. Here the classes should 
cater to providing equestrian sport for 
horsemen, They will have to pay for it, 
as they are doing now. However, recogniz- 
ing these trends, I think several sugges- 
tions might be appropriate for improve- 
ment. 


Pebble Beach F.E.I, Classes 

I have just returned from DickCollins’ 
Pebble Beach (California) show which 
offers the best I have seen in this cat- 
egory - groups about 10 years ahead of 
other equestrian areas. His shows or trials 
are stimulating, challenging, forward 
looking, and, to my way of thinking, as 
much more fun for the competitor as the 
difference between steak and beans. 

He offers full divisions for hunters 
and jumpers, but he has also subtly shown 
the hunter group that they can have much 
more sport in the variety and scope 
afforded by competing over properly de- 
signed, international type, FEI courses. 
The hunters at the recent show did even 
better in the FEI courses, which were 
masterfully designed, than they did in 
standard hunter classes and the opinion 
element of hunter class judging was thus 
removed, Dick accomplishes this by having 
probably the best stocked inventory of 
jumps and obstacles in this country and a 
large permanent ring with permanent 
obstacles, including 4 banks, stone wall, 
pen and water. Many shows with permanent 
show grounds (i.e. Devon) could follow 
Dick’s idea of permanent obstacles. Ft. 
Riley in the Cavalry days was able to 
duplicate any course on the European 
continent where permanent show rings and 
courses are the rule rather than the ex- 
ception, 

Each course Dick offers is different 
and contains not only well designed jump- 
able obstacles, but rider problems. The 
rider is allowed to walk the course, see 
the problems and devise a solution. These 
courses verge on the difficult considering 
the ability of the horses and riders 
available. Almost without exception the 
riders, in walking the course thought it 
was too difficult. It was higher, more 
imposing and contained more rider prob- 
lems than they had ever seen. However, 
on jumping the course they found they 
could do it, their horses jumped better, 
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they rode better and a higher standard 
was thus accomplished. The courses also 
were so designed that horses developed 
in this environment could well be used 
for international competition. Dressage 
was also available at all levels in an 
exquisitely located ring. Exhibitors were 
thus offered a full smorgasbord of eques- 
trian activity. . 

The juniors took to the challenging and 
stimulating FEI courses like bees to honey. 
They quickly learned ringmanship, rode 
their corners more properly and soon 
were presenting their horses or ponies 
at each fence at the right angle and speed. 
I have heard people say they didn’t think 
children should jump against time. Results 
at Dick’s and other shows refute this 
argument. Children are quicker to adapt 
and more versatile in application of time 
situations than adults. 


Proposed Rule Changes 

I think at the coming AHSA meeting in 
January,.that those interested in making 
horse shows more sporting and more 
interesting, both to the exhibitor and the 
audience, should as a beginning advocate 
the following: 

a. Abolish the tick rules of 1 and 1/2 
points which will help to eliminate the 
crazy uncontrolled open horses that one 
sees all to occasionally. If there is no 
incentive to poll a horse to jump clean 
much less will be done. 

b. Add that ties in jumping classes 
may be jumped off, time to count. 

c. Eliminate the present height re- 
strictions on FEI classes. An FEI course 
has usually been set beyond the cap- 
abilities of many of the horses attending 
a show because of these rigid require- 
ments. The rule book should merely 
generalize on the types of courses and 
obstacles, i.e. encouraging massive type 
obstacles, ground lines, spacing, rider 
problems, etc., but leave the heights to the 
organizers to set according to the caliber 
of horses present. 

d. Advocate that all junior jumping 
classes be FEI, 

e. Explain and encourage more variety 
and categories of FEI classes. Such things 
as Pussissance; Fault and outs; Cup of 
nations (with teams); Take your own line; 
Pass the baton. ‘A good way to encourage 
more categories is to set a course, then 
use it low for children, green jumpers, 
jumpers winning so much, then open. 
More categories pay off in more ribbons 
and allow people to bring horses on more 
slowly which is one way of encouraging 
exhibitors. Using the same course, but 
modifying heights and widths saves ring 
crew labor. 

f. Eliminate the present requirement 
that two jump offs occur before time to 
count. This just leads to over jumping to 
win a class which could have been decided 
on time in the first jump off. 

g. Announce in the rule book that ties

for other than first place can be decided 
by the time of the first initial round, thus 
eliminating jumping off for other than Ist 
Place, 

I think these simple changes will 
move us ahead. Our progress has been 
much too slow since World War II, The 
East unfortunately, instead of taking the 
lead in moving to more interesting and 
Challenging types of jumping competitions, 
has been adamantly reactionary and thus 
far behind the Midwest, Southwest, and 
West. Let us hope that now is the time 


for Easternjumping enthusiasts to join the 
trend that all the horse world has adapted 
except the United States. Our children 
deserve to be offered the best equestrian 
sporting rules for jumping that are avail- 
able. Our present ones are at least 30 
years behind. Let’s change now - at 
Houston in January. 





Indenture 


We amateur and professional horse- 
men, some of us with 20 or more years 
of showing jumpers, want to declare our 
dissatisfaction with certain phases of the 
F.E.I. rules as applicable to the American 
horse shows. We do not wish to be mis- 
understood, as F.E.I. in general have 
helped greatly to produce better and more 
jumpable courses, with the end result of 
more thrilling classes for exhibitors and 
spectators alike. 

Now, like any set of rules, there are 
bound to be some clauses that do not suit 
the exhibitors in question. Since their 
inception in the middlewest, (approximate- 
ly 1952) there has been constant confusion 
on both the show committees and ex- 
hibitors parts. We have ridden the tide, 
expecting that each new show season the 
**bugs’® would be worked out. This is not 
so, and after eight years of frustration, 
have decided to make a formal complaint. 

The great majority of show people in 
our area cannot fathom the logic or abuses 
in the two mandatory classes requiring 
weights. The scales are usually inac- 
curate, rarely handy, and the weighing 
out of riders is either ignored or care- 
lessly handled, resulting in disputes and 
near protests between the riders and 
management. Most of our exhibitors do not 
aspire to U.S.E.T. competition, and there- 
fore, do not want to accept the incon- 
venience of the mandatory weight classes. 

The timing of F.E.I. classes is, by 
far, the most flagrantly abused rule. The 
men who are responsible for computing 
the distances, and thetime allowed, rarely 
have a tape or measuring wheel. They 
usually walk the course, but do not allow 
for the wider turns that a horse and rider 
must make to get the proper approach 
to the jumps, thereby narrowing the time 
allowed to a speed that is neither safe 


nor conducive to good jumping. Further, 


the timers are not experienced at their 
jobs and get confused as to when to take 
time out for the re-setting of jumps, etc.; 
naturally the horse and rider are bound to 
be overtime with this type of timing. We 
have all seen too many classes lost by 
1/4 time fault. The only way this can be 
correctly computed is with an electronic 
timing device. ; 

Would it not be better, if the timing of 
classes were limited to scurry or handy 
jumper classes. Time serves no purpose 
in the American horse show system, as 
the A.H.S.A, has already covered the small 
percentage of those who would lag in the 
ring, via the ruling that a trot or canter 
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must be maintained or incur a disobe- 
dience penalty. 

We sincerely urge those of you who are 
experiencing the same difficulties to write 
your show manager of the A.H.S.A, Per- 
haps in this way we can get these rules 
modified to fit the American idea of 
“FUN IN SPORTS,” 

Speaking for ourselves, we the under- 
signed have resolved to inform all con- 
cerned, that in the 1961 show season and 
ensuing years, we will not ENTER nor 
SHOW in any F.E.I. classes where time 
or weight are a factor. We are in com- 
plete accord on this matter and will stand 
together in our decision. We remain,

Pony club 
members formed the greater part of the 
Novice riders. 

According to the dressage judges, the 
performances were not up to quality in the 
Novice. The entrants were mounted and 
nicely turned out, but their rides lacked 
purpose and the horses did not have 
sufficient collection. A sharp, cold wind 
may have accounted for the exuberance of 
some of the horses, but it was generally 
decided that the Novice riders have to learn 
more about dressage. The Open was quite 
a different story. 

Eighteen jumps had to be negotiated 
in the Novice cross country. The one and 
one-half mile course followed an almost 
scenic route of logs, barrels (these ac- 
counted for not a few eliminations) coops, 
water, waggons, bales, railroad ties, post 
and rails and banks. Jumps did not exceed 
three feet six inches in this division, The 
brillant array of autumn colors gave the 
course the necessary final touch to a 
typical Valley sporting day. Caroline Car- 
son on her mother’s grey horse did a fine 
job and finished easily the winner of this 
phase, Franz Stone, a personification of a 
typical hunting man, dashed around the 
Open course which consisted of 27 ob- 
stacles, some three feet nine inches, 
over a long two mile terrain with the great- 
est of ease. He and his Judith came up 
with a perfect score as did the stable- 
mate Hoodwink. 

For some unaccountable reason the 
Stadium jumping gave horses the most 
trouble. It consisted of eleven solid jumps 
and called for eight direction changes. 
Again the height was three foot six for 
the Novice and did not exceed three feet 
1l inches for the Open. The brightly 
colored leaves in the brush jumps gave 
the course much eye appeal and the solid 
walls, railroad ties, coops and bales pre- 
sented a fair test of control and skill. 
Mrs. David Davis’s well cadenced ride 
had the spectators cheering long before 
she had completed her perfect round. This 
was in the Open section. Lum Reek, owned 
and ridden by Miss Julia Willsea won the 
Novice with a perfect score and the 
quickest time, 

Many are the mechanical and visual 
problems that come up at a Horse Trials 
and the Valley has had its share of 
troubles in setting the thing up so that 
it would appeal to exhibitors and specta- 
tors. The task has its reward at this

It 
lacks the colour and glamour of the Royal 
and of course does not have the special 
attraction of the International Jumping 
Teams, but from a Horse Show point of 
view it does put on an excellent show and 
is patronized by all the top exhibitors in 
Ontario and draws some out of Prov- 
ince exhibitors for the extensive breeding 
classes. 

Run in connection with the vast 2 week 
Exhibition which is an annual miniature of 
the World’s Fair, and not so miniature at 
that, there are naturally innumerable at- 
tractions outside the Horse Show for the 
200,000 to 300,000 daily visitors. 

This year Hunter classes were strong 
with many top quality entries. The Open 
Jumper Division was down in number anda 
few of Ontario’s top performers were 
missing due to the absence of some of 
Canada’s most successful riders who were 
performing at the Olympic Games, but 


jumper events nevertheless provided 
strong competition and some good con- 
tests.

(Report of Stable Management Judge) 


Elizabeth Friedlaender 

Following are my general observations 
regarding stable management, First, the 
outstanding good’ things. In general the 
manners of the youngsters were excellent 
throughout - there being only one case in 
which a youngster became obnoxiously 
argumentative. There was a very willing 
spirit and an anxiousness to learn and to 
do things correctly. Most mistakes were 
from carelessness or not thinking rather 
than from lack of knowledge. 


The Formal Inspection of 
Horse, Tack & Person 
Mistakes here were mostly inexcus- 
able. Again and again bot eggs were found 
on the horses. Such errors as runners 
or keepers not being used were generally 
made by the very young or inexperienced. 
There was considerable carelessness in 
tack cleaning. I had the feeling that some 
youngsters simply don’t know how clean 
leather should look, And there were alto- 
gether too many mistakes with buckle- 
guards which had either not been pulled 
down, or the saddle pad loops had been 
put on the billet strap underneath the 
buckleguard, so that it could not be pulled 
down in place. 
It is not necessary to use a saddle 
pad if the saddle fits properly. But if the 
saddle is not fully paneled and the girth 
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buckles rest against the horse, a pad must 
be used. Only one saddle pad was pulled 
down tight over the withers - a great 
improvement over two years agol There 
were altogether too many mistakes with 
curb chains - either twisted or put on 
wrong with relation to the bits. There 
were a couple of cases of brow bands 
being too small. It is hard to think of 
there being much wrong with a brow band, 
but if it is too small, it causes the crown 
piece to ride up on the ears and will 
certainly cause sores if allowed to con- 
tinue. In several cases where there were 
sores on the nose of the horse, the nose- 
band had not been adjusted so as to avoid 
them. 

And a note about dropped nosebands! 
This is a perfectly legitimate piece of 
equipment when properly used and adjust- 
ed, It is meant to go below the bit and if 
it is not used below the bit, there is no 
purpose for it at all. Certainly, it should 
never be used just above the bit so that 
it comes between the bit and the corners 
of the mouth or there will be chafing and 
soreness for sure. This happened in two 
cases at the rally. If it is not used cor- 
rectly, it should not be used at all. 

In general the horses themselves were 
well turned out. However children, at least 
of B level, should be instructed how to 
clean a gelding’s sheath. Someone should 
surely do it for C’s who are too young 
or inadequate to do it themselves. It was 
distressing to see the condition of some 
of the animals in this regard, and such 
neglect can lead to serious inflammations 
and other troubles. Children having mares 
should be instructed to frequently sponge 
the udders and teats to rid them of the 
caked matter that collects there. Few 
youngsters seem to know what a really 
well groomed tail looks like with hairs 
all separated and free of long ropey 
strands. 

As to personal turnout, there is great 
leeway allowed by the Pony Club as to 
dress. Therefore, a stock should not be 
worn unless the wearer knows how to tie 
it properly. Nothing looks worse than a 
sloppy stock tie with an incorrect or poor 
knot and everything coming apart. And a 
word about spurs. When the riding is over 
and the rider has returned to the stables, 
spurs should be immediately removed. 

It is further suggested that riders 
report to the stable management judge 
for their formal inspection before they 
start warming up their horses so that 
they have the benefit of everything being 
at its best. Also, stable helpers should 
be present at ringside at this time where 
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they can help each rider tidy up prior to 
inspection. A finishing touch here and 
there can often save points. ; 

Very few youngsters know how to pre- 
sent a horse to a judge for inspection, 
This is not the same as standing a horse 
in a conformation line or for some other 
purpose where you want the horse to 
“look pretty.’” For Pony Club inspection 
you want the horse under complete con- 
trol. A judge wants to be able to check 
everything quickly and thoroughly and he 
does not want to have to jump for his 
life every few minutes when a horse 
suddenly swings around, or to be con- 
Stantly walked on by a restive horse, A 
horse cannot be satisfactorily held for 
this purpose by standing at the side of his 
head with the reins in one hand. The young- 
ster should place himself directly infront 
of and facing the horse with a rein in 
each hand, 6-inches or so from the bit; then 
if the horse attempts to swing in either 
direction, the rider can counter the move 
with the appropriate rein, 


Care of Horses After Cross-Country 

It was most encouraging to see how 
knowledgable many of the youngsters were 
in the care of their horses after the cross- 
country. Among the younger children the 
greatest fault was in not getting on with 
it as soon as they came in - much time 
being spent telling teammates all about 
what happened at what fence, etc., instead 
of taking care of the horse first. In some 
cases far too much time was taken in 
sponging. It happened to be very favorable 
weather, but the habit should be that, if 
sponging is necessary, it be done as quick- 
ly as possible and the, horse walked at 
once. And, of course, the breathing should 
have returned to normal before the spong- 
ing is commenced, 

Many youngsters forgot that a horse 
needs to cool off inside as well as out, 
and they had not provided a bucket of 
*‘chilled’® drinking water so that the horse 
could have sips between rounds of his 
walking. 


General Comments on 
Stables and Tack Rooms 

When unsaddling, too many left one 
side of the girth attached and then pulled 
the dangling girth across their horses in 
removing the saddle (poor policy with a 
young or skittish horse) and dragged it 
bumping along the ground or twisted up in 
someway over the saddle, pulling the flaps 
all out of place. The girth has to be 
removed for cleaning anyway so at the 
time of unsaddling should be removed from 
both sides and laid across the saddle 
through the irons to secure it, wet side 
up. If the saddle is to be left on the horse 
for a few minutes, after a hard ride, 
then the girth should only be loosened, 
not unfastened. A couple of saddles fell 
off from this poor practice. 

A few of the tackrooms were more like 
*‘sitting rooms” - a horse show type of 
setup rather than a workmanlike rally 
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tackroom. Tables, chairs and lamps are 
out of place. Boots can be removed by 
sitting on a bale of hay or even the floor, 
if necessary - and there is rarely time 
for just lounging around in chairs! If 
auxiliary light is necessary, it should be 
in the form of a mechanic’s light with 
protected bulb, which can be hung over 
tackroom or stall wall, where needed. 
Tackrooms should be ‘‘team’’ rooms -all 
saddles together, bridles, etc. - notevery- 
man for himself. Then if a stranger has to 
find something, he has an idea of where 
to look. Small items should be kept in 
tack trunks or out of the way somewhere 
- not hung up on the walls. Decorated 
tack rooms should be discouraged - that 
is fine at home, but efficiency, order and 
practicability should be the guides for 
rallies. This does not mean that stable 
colors on saddle covers, grooming boxes, 
etc., should not be used - on thecontrary, 
this only adds to the look of neatness and 
cleanliness. But decoration with no useful 
purpose should be avoided. 

Medicine chests should be separate 
from everything else. And a lot of time 
can be saved in an emergency if the con- 
tents of the chest are listed and the list 
fastened on the inside of the cover or door. 
And of course, all bottles, jars, etc. must 
be labeled, A flashlight fastened on the wall 
at the tackroom door can be most helpful 
in time of emergency. 

A fire extinguisher could be a most 
valuable article, but it too should be hung 
outside of any room - its value would be 
nil if one had to fight one’s way into a 
room in order to get at it! 

Saddles should be put up on racks or 
on the wall in someway so that they are 
not permanently left on the cleaning racks 
- a very inefficient system. It should not 
a necessary to clean a saddle in one’s 
ap. 

Girls should be careful not to make 
dressing rooms out of their tackrooms, 
with all kinds of bottles of this and that 
laid out on shelves, 

Finally, I feel that there should be some 
guidance given in general terms as to what 
is practical to take to a rally. Obviously 
one simply cannot provide for every con- 
Ceivable emergency or for every isolated 
freakish thing that has ever happened

around horses, or one can approach the 
ridiculous with the amount of equipment 
taken. When one sees the array of axes, 
saws, crowbars, etc. hung on the walls, 
one wonders how far this has to go. Of 
course, a horse could get cast and many 
other such things can happen, but can’t 
we depend on the organizing committee 
to have such heavy tools available in a 
certain place in case of something of that 
kind, so that we can confine ourselves to 
the obvious hammer, pliers and screw- 
driver? On long trips, such other heavy 
tools may have to be taken along for 
emergencies on the road, But then, let’s 
leave these tools in the van. 

It was very obvious that few clubs had 
been through what is termed in the Guide 
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to Rallies as a military inspection, and if 
this is to continue as part of the national 
rally, a description of what is expected 
should be included in the Guide. There 
were many interpretations of what should 
be done, some very good - but in order 
for this inspection to be meaningful and 
fair, there has to be some kind of guiding 
principles set down for all to be familiar 
with. One hears from the youngsters too 
many cases of their doing a thing acertain 
way at a regional rally, being marked down 
for it - then doing it the other way at the 
National Rally, only to be told that the 
other way was correct. 

Stable Management is not an exact 
science - there are many good ways to 
do many things and children should not be 
penalized for doing something a certain 
way, simply because it is not the way the 
Judge thinks it should be done - if the 
youngster’s way is sound and for good 
reason, Rallies, whether on a regional or 
national level, are very important because 
it is here that children can be taught 
better Ways of doing things. But the judge 
should be sure that the thing he is asking 
the child to change IS a better method, 
and not just a personal whim.

Kentucky, Tenn. and 
North Carolina Rally 


The June Rally of Kentucky, Tennessee, 
North Carolina Pony Clubs was held at 
Keeneland Race Course, Lexington, Ky. 
Seldom have children been provided with 
such luxurious stabling, which made the 
physical plant incomparable to any rallies 
throughout the country. Col. Howard 
Morris was the judge, chief executive 
and administrator. Quoting him, “This is 
the most formal rally ever put on, the 
outside course tougher than any National 
he had seen and this was the rally to end 
all rallies.” 

As an experiment, a new innovation 
was tried for D riders. There was com- 
petition for two D teams from each club, 
children 11 and under and those 11 and 
over. They were required to take a 
special Dressage test; a special written 
test; and a Cross Country hack where 
they were judged on their hands, seat and 
control, There were several mounted 
judges accompanying the D’s (during a 
cloud burst that lasted two hours), Also 
the Associate riders were required to 
hack this Cross Country with a specific 
group to grade and, upon completing the 
ride, were required to write a critical 
paper on their subjects. This was one part 
of the Associate written test. (Incidentally 
the written reports of the older riders 
were amazingly observant, showed real 
intelligence, the criticisms constructive, 
suggestions splendid.) 

The D teams were asked to go through 
a mounted drill, working as a team, 4 
abreast, on voice commands. This phase 
was sensational, the enthusiasts and 
parents in the gallery of the Keeneland 
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Club House had a real show and their 
spontaneous applause was_ gratifying. 
Aside from these riding tests, the D’s 
had complete responsibility for their 
stable. The D’s 11 and under had two 
stable helpers, those 11 and over were 
allowed one helper. It was a curiosity 
to see the 11 year olds and under shovel- 
ing manure, scrubbing tack and grooming 
their horses while mounted, They were so 
small they couldn’t begin to reach the 
backs of their horses, so they mounted 
bareback, curried and brushed from ears 
to tail, then slid off and worked from 
shoulders to feet. 

Col. Morris was most impressed with 
the D Dressage, some bordered on brilliant 
and as a whole they outrode the C and B 
levels. They were more precise, more 
flexible and showed great promise. 

The purpose of this D level rally was 
to get away from games and baby stuff, 
these 9 to 14 year olds are our serious 
horsemen, They work so hard and are so 
sincere that the Teenagers look like 
slouches. And by golly, they proved the 
point, these children can do and did do an 
extraordinary job. It gives heart to the 
future, for our C and B riders will be 
horsemen. 

Of course the Keeneland Pony Club 
also had the usual phases of rally com- 
petition for Associates, B and C riders, 
on the new D system. 

Following the three days of hard work, 
all children and parents were taken by 
bus to see Calumet Farm, Swaps, Nashua 
and *Royal Charger. What an eye opener 
for Pony Clubbers and a fitting close to 
a hard fought rally. Fifty years from 
now they will remember the rain on the 
Cross Country and the gorgeous stance of 
Swaps.

Kentucky, Tenn. and 
North Carolina Rally 


The June Rally of Kentucky, Tennessee, 
North Carolina Pony Clubs was held at 
Keeneland Race Course, Lexington, Ky. 
Seldom have children been provided with 
such luxurious stabling, which made the 
physical plant incomparable to any rallies 
throughout the country. Col. Howard 
Morris was the judge, chief executive 
and administrator. Quoting him, “‘This is 
the most formal rally ever put on, the 
outside course tougher than any National 
he had seen and this was the rally to end 
all rallies.” 

As an experiment, a new innovation 
was tried for D riders, There was com- 
petition for two D teams from each club, 
children 11 and under and those 11 and 
over. They were required to take a 
special Dressage test; a special written 
test; and a Cross Country hack where 
they were judged on their hands, seat and 
control. There were several mounted 
judges accompanying the D’s (during a 
cloud burst that lasted two hours), Also 
the Associate riders were required to 
hack this Cross Country with a specific 
group to grade and, upon completing the 
ride, were required to write a critical 
paper on their subjects. This was one part 
of the Associate written test. (Incidentally 
the written reports of the older riders 
were amazingly observant, showed real 
intelligence, the criticisms constructive, 
suggestions splendid.) 

The D teams were asked to go through 
a mounted drill, working as a team, 4 
abreast, on voice commands, This phase 
was sensational, the enthusiasts and 
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Club House had a real show and their 


spontaneous applause was gratifying. 
Aside from these riding tests, the D’s 
had complete responsibility for their 
stable. The D’s 11 and under had two 
stable helpers, those 11 and over were 
allowed one helper. It was a curiosity 
to see the 11 year olds and under shovel- 
ing manure, scrubbing tack and grooming 
their horses while mounted, They were so 
small they couldn’t begin to reach the 
backs of their horses, so they mounted 
bareback, curried and brushed from ears 
to tail, then slid off and worked from 
shoulders to feet. 

Col. Morris was most impressed with 
the D Dressage, some bordered on brilliant 
and as a whole they outrode the C and B 
levels. They were more precise, more 
flexible and showed great promise. 

The purpose of this D level rally was 
to get away from games and baby stuff, 
these 9 to 14 year olds are our serious 
horsemen, They work so hard and are so 
sincere that the Teenagers look like 
slouches. And by golly, they proved the 
point, these children can do and did do an 
extraordinary job. It gives heart to the 
future, for our C and B riders will be 
horsemen. 

Of course the Keeneland Pony Club 
also had the usual phases of rally com- 
petition for Associates, B and C riders, 
on the new D system. 

Following the three days of hard work, 
all children and parents were taken by 
bus to see Calumet Farm, Swaps, Nashua 
and *Royal Charger. What an eye opener 
for Pony Clubbers and a fitting close to 
a hard fought rally. Fifty years from 
now they will remember the rain on the 
Cross Country and the gorgeous stance of 
Swaps.

When George C, Sherman Jr. of New 
York and Southampton, L.I., was elected 
chairman of the United States Polo As- 
sociation at a recent meeting in New York, 
a father-and-son tradition was continued. 

Sherman, an active poloist, has been 
vice chairman of America’s top govern- 
ing polo body since 1953. His father was 
a well-known player for years. In fact, 
the George C, Sherman Memorial tourna- 
ment, held each year indoors at New 
York’s Squadron A Armory, is named for 
the new chairman’s father. 

Sherman succeeds Devereux Milburn 
Jr. of Old Westbury, L.I. Here, too, the 
pattern continues, since Milburn is another 
polo standout and his father was one of 
the game’s greats. The late Mr. Milburn 
is regarded as the poloist who revolu- 
tionized the game at back. 

Both Sherman and Milburn are mem- 
bers of the famed Meadow Brook Club, 
at one time the mecca of the game in the 
United States. Last summer, Sherman was 
a member of the Meadow Brook team that 
competed in England and France. 

Sherman has been vice chairman of the 
polo association since 1953, while Mil- 
burn has been chairman since 1950, Mil- 
burn will serve on the Board of Governors 
along with Robert A, Uihlein Jr. of Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin, until 1964, Milburn 
also was elected to serve as chairman of 
the Handicap Committee. 

John B. Armstrong of Selma, Alabama,

The University of Virginia polo team, 
badly handicapped by injuries, lost its 
second match of the season, 6-1, to Yale 
University’s national collegiate polo 
championship team on Oct. 30 in Char- 
lottesville. 

Jarrett Vincent, the Bulldog’s two-goal 
captain, led the scoring with four goals 
in the fast-moving contest before a Home- 
coming crowd of over 1000 spectators at 
Brook Hill Farm. 

The Cavaliers played without their 
high-scoring captain, Will Farish, who is 
hospitalized, and clearly missed his skill. 
Farish’s ear became infected during a 
Virginia-Yale game on Oct. 28 in which 
his squad tied the Yalies, 2-2. 

Claxton Long, the Cavaliers’ starting 
offensive rider who moved to Farish’s 
position today, played the entire six- 
chukker game with his foot broken in two 
places. 

Yale, an experienced and hard-hitting 
trio, opened the scoring quickly in chukker 
one with a pony goal set up by Vincent. 
Then he put the Bulldogs two points 
ahead, driving in a split-second under- 
the-neck shot. 

Both teams were heavily penalized in 
the first period and through the whole 
game primarily for crossing with Yale 
drawing eight fouls and Virginia three. 
Don Grubbs scored once on a number 
four, but he took his shot before referee

A number one penalty against 
the University riders gave the alumni an 
automatic goal to tie the match, On the 
following foul shot Jake Carle moved the 
visitors ahead for the first time, 6-5, when 
he accurately took advantage of an unde- 
fended goal at 30 yards. Farish closed 
the chukker with a beautiful 40-yard back 
hand that curved between the uprights to 
even the score at 6-6. 

The Cavaliers clinched the game in 
periods three and four as every University 
rider scored at least once while holding 
the visitors to a single point. 

Both squads demonstrated tremendous 
power hitting with the three younger 
poloists averaging more distance. How- 
ever, Virginia showed up best in their 
well-rehearsed team play and collabora- 
tion that have won more games for them 
than any other factor.

Confederate Cavalry 


Units 


Dear Sir: 

I am sending you a copy of the ‘‘Civil 
War Guide to Tennessee”’ which has been 
put out by our Division of Information, 
and a pamphlet. 

The original inspiration for this pam- 
phlet came from your editorial inthe June 
3rd issue of The Chronicle and from a 
letter to the editor appearing in The 
Chronicle on June 24, signed James Phillip 
Briggs. John Sloan and I discussed it 
with the result that we are now circular- 
izing aS many persons interested in as 
many categories as we can think of with 
a view to encouraging the formation of 
military memorial units. 

It may interest you to know that 
preliminary explorations in this respect 
have been cordially received, but the ini- 
tial reaction was not what I had expected. 
A young fellow here came in with the 
information that he had in being a battery 
which he wished to name for one of the 
Confederate units. He had all the uniforms, 
he said, but they needed guns, and he 
appealed to me for assistance. This time 
I was equal to the occasion, or at least 
so it looks from here. I suppose that he 
will employ his own resources to provide 
himself with a minimum of 101 horses 
that are an organic minimum of a horse- 
drawn battery.

(EDITOR’S NOTE: - The following are 
Paragraphs from the pamphlet above re- 
ferred to: - 

“It has been suggested that a fitting 
and respectful procedure to commemorate 
the lighthearted and self-sacrificing gal- 
lantry of the many distinguished Con- 
federate military organizations from Ten- 
nessee would be for the communities 
from which these unites marched away to 
organize memorial drill units to bear the 
names of the original units. 

“Either cavalry, artillery or infantry 
units might be formed. The obvious pro- 
viso in organizing the first-named units 
would be that the organizing individuals 
Should be prepared, as were members of 





the parent organization, to provide their 
own horses and saddle equipment. 

‘The utilitarian benefits inherent in 
the formation of such units should be 
obvious. They can form a nucleus around 
which local commemorative pageants or 
reenactments can be organized: their value 
for the promotion of civic and social 
events is limited only by the enthusiasm, 
initiative and ingenuity of the membership. 
They can be of permanent value in the 
organization and conduct of Civil Defense 
activities. Particularly is this true of 
mounted units, which will be of vast use 
in emergencies or exercises requiring 
the employment of mounted messenger 
service, traffic control or other active 
assistance to local law and order agencies. 

‘‘With regard to the formation of 
mounted units, the Commission desires to 
emphasize that any type of horse is 
acceptable, as long as it is larger than a 
pony; even fourteen-hand ponies can get 
by. As was the case in the Confederacy’s 
acquisition of horses, it makes no dis- 
tinction between say, Thoroughbred hunt- 
ers or racing stock, Quarter Horses or 
Tennessee Walking Horses. To the Con- 
federacy, all were horses; all fulfilled 
their destiny in carrying a man to battle. 

*‘These suggestions should appeal to 
the membership of riding clubs, organized 
hunts and Pony Club chapters, as well as 
to breeders’ associations, which are con- 
stantly on the alert for some additional 
outlet or source of usefulness of their 
product. 

*‘With regard to the organization of 
either dismounted or mounted organiza- 
tions, it has been suggested that sponsor- 
ship or outright organization might be 
undertaken by business or civic clubs, 
veterans’ organizations or fraternal or- 
ganizations. Organization might be ac- 
complished within the framework of organ- 
ized National Guard units; no interference 
with the normal functions of these units 
is anticipated.”

2nd without Nautical.

STIMULATION IN IRELAND 
Irish trainers have welcomed the latest 
anti-stimulation moves. One is the pro- 
viding by the Irish Authority, of inde- 
pendent analysts to help safeguard against 
trainers being victimised through human 
error. In future, all winners will be given 
a veterinary test, and in addition, the 
acting stewards at a meeting may authorise 
their veterinary surgeon to take samples 
from any horse. An owner or trainer 
with any doubts about his horse’s running 
can also have a sample taken, on request. 
The trainers’ Association have stated 
that this is now the only country in the 
world where tests are checked by an 
independent expert. If either analyst dis- 
agrees about the sample taken there is no 
action, This, they feel, rules out to a 
great extent the chance of mistakes. It is, 
goes onthe statement, virtually impossible 
for the two vets. to make the same mis- 
take. The cooperation of the Irish Turf 
Club is acknowledged in this matter, for 
saliva and urine tests are to be made. 
Says trainer John Oxx, “It is almost: 
foolproof; anyone trying to dope a horse 
must be nuts.”’ One reaction is from the 
veterinarians. I spoke to a Kildare practi- 
cioner on the subject: He said, ‘Where do 
they expect to get all the additional 
personnel? As you know, this is almost a 
closed profession; very few of us do 
Thoroughbred work; most of us are engag- 
ed on cattle and other livestock, and the 
graduates from the College are going over 
to the continent, where there is big money 
to be made, by a qualified man.”’

duction of three stakes winners, another 
victor who placed in stakes, and two 
ordinary track successes. 

Yep, same mare! Just diverse inter- 
pretations, of what constitutes a stakes 
in France and Great Britain. 

Nor do the racing weeklies, which 
should also be authoritative, provide much 
assistance for the bewildered seeker after 
stakes truth, for they, too, cannot agree. 

They have never been able to decide 
among themselves, for instance, just which 
of the three races won by Round Table’s 
dam, *Knight’s Daughter, are stakes. 

Both credit her with two stakes wins, 
and both list one of them as the Balsham 
Stakes. 

‘‘The Blood-Horse”’ lists her other 
stakes win-as the Lidgate Stakes. 

This race is not mentioned by ‘*The 
Thoroughbred Record”. Instead, it lists 
her second stakes win as the Pampisford 
Stakes, which in turn ‘‘The Blood-Horse” 
does not mention, 

Just how mystifying can be the British 
definition of the term “stakes” may be 
illustrated by ‘‘The Irish Field’s” ac- 
count of the Newmarket meeting on July 
12-14. There were six races on each of 
the three days, and every blessed one of 
the 18 races was classified as a stakes 
or a handicap! 

With domestic stakes, despite all the 
confusion they may cause, it is usually 
possible for even a relatively novice 
horsemen to consult one of the annual 
turf reference works, and thereby quickly 
to gain some idea of the type of race 
with which he is dealing. 

But with foreign so-called ‘‘stakes,” 
many a veteran horseman is lost. Without 
a pretty extensive reference library of 
foreign turf works, and lots of time for 
research, he has no way to evaluate the 
various events. 

A few years ago, a lot of cheap fore- 
ign-breds were peddled for high prices 
to gullible American buyers, largely on the 
basis of these phony “‘stakes’’ listings in 
their performance records or immediate 
ancestry. 

When these cheap invaders failed to

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meet the tests of racing or breeding com- 
petition, American buyers became more 
cautious; and a number of good horses from 
abroad failed to realize prices commensu- 
rate with their merit in this country, 

Now matters seem to be leveling off 
again, so far as the prices of foreign 
horses sold in North America are con- 
cerned, 

With so many foreign-bred horses or 
descendants of foreign-bred mares now 
being sold on this continent, sales com- 
panies would be rendering a valuable 
service to their clients by listing ineach 
catalogue the values in American money 
of the foreign events mentioned therein. 
This would furnish the buyers witha rough 
guide to the quality of the imported 
offerings, and would compel the sellers 
to stop trying to pull everyone’s leg with 
listings of phony “‘stakes.”” 

Another solution would be to print the 
average-earnings indexes of the first two 
dams and their offspringinthe catalogue, 
The average-earnings index, devised and 
developed by J. A. Estes of ‘*The Blood- 
Horse’”’, measures the earnings of one 
horse against the average income of each 
starter during the year. While this system 
has its faults - for one thing, it takes 
no account of a horse’s earnings 
opportunities as indicated by his number 
of starts -, it is the fairest statistical 
yardstick presently in general use. 

More important than such palliatives, 
however, would be a realistic redefinition 
of the term “stakes,’’ so that it would 
represent a certain minimal level of 
quality. 

For instance, no race might be con- 
sidered a stakes unless, while meeting 
the other requirements now extant, it 
paid at least $10,000 net to the winner. 

This figure is merely an off-hand sug- 
gestion, but the general idea seems worthy 
of consideration. 

Surely, with all the brainpower that 
racing and breeding possess, some solu- 
tion can be worked out to end all the 
confusion about what constitutes a stakes 
race, and to make this vital term more 
meaningful in terms of the quality it is 
supposed to represent.

TRAIL GUIDE 

The victory march of the United States 
Equestrian Team was immeasurably sad- 
dened the fourth night of the National 
Horse Show by the tragic death of Trail 
Guide, 21-year-old veteran team horse. 

The horse was killed when he crashed 
into a 5-foot jump, landing on the far 
side on his back. He rolled over once 
and never moved again. Death was not 
instantaneous. The horse was paralyzed 
when he broke the second and third 
vertabrae of the neck, according to the 
veternarian in charge, and was mercifully 
put to sleep. 

Frank Chapot was riding when the 
accident happened, in a four-way tie- 
breaking jump-off in the Good Will Chal- 
lenge Trophy event. He was the last of 
the four to go, teammate George Morris 
already having topped the other two. Trail 
Guide was making his customary brilliant 
performance when he struck the third 
jump. It was a poignant moment when he 
was announced as fourth place winner in 
the class, a half hour or more after his 
death, 

Trail Guide was owned in recent years 
by the U.S, Equestrian Team, and has had 
an outstanding record. In the 1956 
Olympics at Rome, he placed 6th with 
Frank Chapot, and was one of the horses 
on the US team which won the Silver 
Medal. He carried Chapot to victory as 
individual champion in the 1960 Pen- 
Nsylvania National, and at the recent 
Washington show performed without 
knocking down a fence. 

Although he has been Chapot’s favorite 
mount in recent years, he has beenridden 
by every member of the U. S, team. 

Trail Guide, a Thoroughbred, was by 
Scamp, out of Trailoka, His dam was a 
member of the 1936 Olympic Three-Day 
Team, an unusual circumstance in itself. 

It was said that this was only the 
second time in the 78-year history of the 
show that such an accident happened in the 
ring. Ten years ago Optomist broke a leg 
while jumping and had to be destroyed. 

The remains of Trail Guide will be 
buried beside the grave of Democrat at 
Morven, the Charlottesville, Va., home 
of Whitney Stone, president of the U. S. 


Equestrian Team. Democrat, who died at 
Morven in 1958, was a famous Army- 
bred jumper who represented the U. S. 
in the 1948 and 1952 Olympic Games. Both 
he and Trail Guide were stabled together 
during their Army days and both went on 
to compile remarkable records in the 
international jumping field. M.L.S.

THREE-DAY RULE 

It seems a curious (F,E.I.) rule in the 
Three-Day-Event, if one of the horses 
goes lame at the last moment, the rider 
of that horse must ride the reserve horse, 
instead of the reserve horse’s usual rider. 

When Mrs. Fasenfeld’s Charleville 
went lame, Ian Dudgeon of the Irish team, 
who had always ridden him, had to ride 
the reserve horse, Corrigneah, which had 
hitherto been ridden by Major E, A, Boylan. 
Ian Dudgeon had never had a leg across 
Corrigneagh until the team arrived in 
Rome. As is well known in this competi- 
tion, success is largely due to the con- 
centration between individual horses and 
riders.
